Every new law 
which is suggested by the profes¬ 
sional reformer and busybody Is 
designed to add to this army of 
political job holders. The burden 
is becoming intolerable. 


PAYS DIVIDENDS 


Campaigns having for their ob¬ 
ject the encouragement of buying 
products manufactured near at 
home have been carried on in 
various communities with vary¬ 
ing success for many years. Near¬ 
ly everyone agrees that the idea 
is sound in principle, but many 
fail to put it into practice when 
their time comes to buy. 

Any small local industry which 
manufactures a worthy product 
and sells it at a reasonable price 
might be enabled to grow large 
through the loyal support of home 
people. Its growth would enable it 
to increase its payrolls, increase 
its consumption of locally pro¬ 
duced raw materials, build up in¬ 
creased taxable wealth, and in 
every wav contribute to the pro¬ 
gress and prosperity of its com¬ 
munity. 

These are trite and self-evident 
facts which have been put for¬ 
ward tme and again, vet many 
otherwise good c'tizens deliberate- 
iv contribute to the upbuilding of 
distant cities at the expense of 
their own t.owms and counties, 
through failing to patronize home 
industries and mercantile estab¬ 
lishments. 

The simnle policy oif buving at 
home would do more for the ave¬ 
rage town than can be accomn- 
lished by all the commercial or¬ 
ganizations and boosters' clubs 
which may b" maintained Thesp 
organizations are needed of 
course but their efforts should 
be aided bv the all-important 
oolicv of supporting the enter¬ 
prises already present in the 
i ommunitv

T O prevent curly-leaf on Statice 
Plants, sprinkle powdered 
sulphur on the foliage. The fun¬ 
gus which causes the leaves to 
blight will kill the plant in time, 
but the sulphur will stop it. 

Acacia trees should not have 
too much water. It is especially 
bad to plant them in lawns 
Lantana plants like beat, the 
hotter it Is, the faster they will 
grow. They can be transplanted 
now with success, too, if they 
are established in pots or other 
containers. 

In fact almost any plant can 
be transplanted during the hot 
weather If it Is established in a 
pot, can or box and reasonable 
care Is exercised in taking it out 
of the container and water ap¬ 
plied as soon as It is in the 
ground. That is why nurserymen 
go to the expense of growing a 
great number of their plants In 
pots, etc.
